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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN. BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF SEPTEMBER 1902. 


Soo after the middle of August a riod of unsettled weather commenced over the 
Bay. Bhallow doy san ircued piel ooo and though not enusing very strong 
winds over the Bey, they caused general rainfall inlaad duting those woatrard” panes 
‘The latter of that'month was therefore distinguished by well-marked south-west 
‘monsoon conditions over both the Bay and the Province, 


‘Theeo conditions continued for some time during September, and rainfall was copious 
in all divisions of tho Province except Orissa. The probable reason for tho deficiensy. ta 
rissa may be found in the course followed by the depressions. ‘They moved more into’ the 
perth tog ofthe Day than aml: endiwead of ping directly arom Orin, th 


skirted its northern boundary. In following that direetion they movod well into the centra 
parts of Bengal, which in consequence reosived frequent and at times heavy rainfall. 
‘The most noticeable feature in tho rainfall distribution is the heavy falls in the 


northern districts, more especially in North Beugal, where moro or lose heavy rain was of 
shmost dey courronc,oten, wlien weather was goierally sted. ‘The average fall for the 
whole of North Bongal was 25 inchos—nearly 10 inches in excess, and in Bihar the fall was 
14 inches, or 4 inches in exoass. 


‘Tho general rainfall was in the main duo to threo depressions which formed in the 
north of the Bay—two in the early part of the month and the third towards the end, 
‘Tho first was a fairly well-developed disturbance on the Ist with a centro almost due cask 
from Falso Point and defoot of between “15 and -2 inch in the central area, which lay over 
the north-west angle of the Bay. ‘This depression followed the urual oourse to the ‘north. 
‘woot—vory similar to that of its predeoewors in August, and though rainfall was faizly 
general in Bengal after the passage inland, it wes not heavy exoopt ‘some of the western 
stations, While over the Bay the disturbance was slight, the strongest winds boing 19 miles 
an hour at Diamond Island and Saugor Island on tho Ist when a rather stoop pressure 
‘gradient provailed. 


Pressure rose briskly on the 2nd and rd, and the distribution had become normal 
or elightly abovo exoept in the extreme south-east of the Bay, where the second disturbance 
Fur beginning. | Preesure was falling in Burma ; the winds were north-wosterly, showing 
tho probable approach of a low-pressure arca, and very heavy rain fell at Tavoy. At that 
time the depreasion was vory slight, and between tife Grd and Sth it was only faintiy outlined 
by tho ooast observations. But on tho 6th it was better defined over the ‘north-west angle 

wot tho Bay, with a modorately steep gradient towards the south-oast. 


Up to the 6th, the motion of the disturbance had been in the usual north-wosterly 
direction: after that, however, a change occurred, which had an important influence on the 
rainfall distribution, in Bengal. From the north-wost angle it moved slowly northwants 
into tho contral distriots, and there it almost entirely filled up, with genoral heavy rain 
in Bengal Proper. ‘Tho period over whioh the rainfall due to that depression extended 


‘was from the 6th to the Lith in “Lower Bengal, and somewhat longor in the northorn 
districts,

from north to south over the Provinoe supports the probability thet the sudden 
1¢ distarbanoe between the 24th and 25th was due to the junction of two 
small -one from the Bay and the other from the north-east, 


During the 25th the depression moved rapidly northwards, and on the morning of the 
aauh the ountral ares was in tho west of Biec, ‘The course followed wae ‘probably curved, 
‘and itis probablo that tho oontre of the approached tho Himalayas ina worth: 
tasterly direotion, On reaching the hills the disturbance, as usual, to a large extent broke

Tho chief features of this disturbance wore (1) it caused very little equally weather over 
‘the Bay, and it was only after the development on the 25th that strongish winds were 
fxperionced near the head of the Bay; (2) in its passage northwards over the western 
distriets, and then eastward over Bihar and North Bengal heavy rainfall was general, 
nore especially in North Bengal, where tho aftr effeots of the disturbano were experienced. 











On the 28th pressure was still low slong the Himalayas, but a rapid rise followed on 
the 29th, and all trace of the depression then disappeared. The month closed with high 
pressure over the whole area and gonoral fine dry weather. 


Pressure for the whole month was practioally normal over both the Provinos and the 
Bay. In the western districts, which came more under the inflaenos of the depressions, 
means are relatively somewhat lower than in the north-east, bat. the variation is nowhere 
‘more than ‘02 inch. * 

Depressions ooourred more frequently than usual, especially in tho earl of the 
amooih, "bet, ahey” were sallow ofopt 9a tho lant ese tovards tho end of te month when 
defect in the central area was about “3 inch. 


Temperature was more frequontly above the normal in the southern districts, but in the 
north, where cloudy rainy weather was almost continuous, both maximum and minimum 
readings remained low, though not usually to any great oxtent. ‘Tne variation from 
normal maximum temperature for the whole month varies from excess of 1° in South-West 
Béngal to defect of les then 1° in North Bengal. ‘The variation in minimum temperature 
ig very similar, but the defot extends westward inio Tibor and is rather larger in North 

gal. 


‘Pho mean variation was exooss of 1° in South-Wost Bengal, Orissa, and Chota Nagpur, | 
‘and defect of about 1° in North Bengal. Hlsowhere mean temperature was practically 
normal, 


Rainfall. over the Province as a whole ocourred in throo periods except in North Benj 
and the adjacent part of Bihar, where it was almost oontinuous and frequently heavy. In 
the first of these, that is, during the early days of the month, general light rainfall occurred, 
chiefly in the ‘western ‘districts beoause tho depression to which it was due moved rapidly 
westward, On the second ocoasion about  weok later the depression passed into the central 
districts and filled up there. In oonsequence the rainfall in Bengal was more general and 
heavy than during tho previous disturbance. On the third, towards the end of the month, 
hoavy rain fell in all parts of the Province, but more especially in the wostern and northern 
districts, ‘Tho heaviest falls reported wore 15 inches at Mongpoo, 12 inches at Darjesling, 








Poeage ‘and Kursoong. Many stations received betwoon d and 10 inches in 24 
between ths 26th aud 27th, and one or two scattered station in tho wostorn districts reported 
falls exooeding 10 inchos. 


‘Tho averago fall was 26 inches in North Bengal, 13°6 in Bihar, 125 in Hast 
Bengal, 12 in Ghota Nagpur, about 10 in South-Wost Boogal, and 7 in Orissa. ‘Thro 
‘mounts are all in exoess of the normal exoopt the last, which is moro: than threo inches in 
defect. Lower Bengal reosived about the normal amount, and there. was a large exoess in 
Fir ‘Nagpur, Bihar, and North Bengal, especially North Bengal, whore it was just under, 

inches,

‘The fourth complete census of the Lower Provinces of Bengal, which 
was taken on the night of the Ist March 1901, shows the population’ of the 

‘nees within tho Lieutonant-Governorship of Bongal, including the 
Feudatory States, to have been on that date 78,493,410 persons, of whom 
49,278,186 were males and °9,215,224 wore femalos, 

‘The Superintendent of the Census Operations in Bongal, Mr. E. A. Gait, 
1.0.8, has submitted his Report within twenty months from the date of the vensus 
g after an interval six months shorter than that occupied in compiling the 
figures and writing the Report of the Consus of 1891,

A very detailed examination of the district tables was made by the 
Superintendent and by his head office.

in his Census Report for 1801. save that Mr. Gait takes the Presidency Division 
excluding Khulna away from Western Bengal, and makes it into a division which , 
ho call Contrel Bongal. “This is a suitable arrangement; Mr. Gait’ reasons 
for departing from Mr. O'Donnell’s arrangemont are given in paragraph 40 of 
his Report. ‘Tho statistics for tho eight natural divisions. are ordinarily. taken 
in the Report as the units for discussion, and the figures for individual districts 
aro dealt with only jn Chapter IL which troats of the variations in the popula: 
tion, and also in special. placos whore such separato troatment is roquired.. 

Another feature of tho Report which is deserving of special notico consists 

of the small maps and diagrams printed with the letter-press. ‘Those which 
illustrate the Chapter on casts havo been proparod on tho systom recommended 
by Mr. Jacques Bertillon as explained in paragraph 622 of the Report. These 
diagrams illustrate the statistics very graphically, and tho uso of similar 
diagrams in futuro reports may be commended. 

5. Turning to tho results of the census, it has first to be noticed 

that of the natural divisions Central Bengal 
has’ the greatest ‘density of population, viz, 775 
persone to the aquare mile. OF distriote, Howrah 
with 1,668 persons to the square mile is the most thickly peopled and then 
follow Dacoa with 052 persons, and Muzaffarpur and Saran with 917 and 907 
persons to the square mile, respectively: the Chota Nagpur pliteau is the 
soa of loast dense population, with only 152 to tho square mile. ‘Tho general 
increase of the population during the decade has boon 5*l por cont. against 7 
per cent, in the previous decade, East Bengal with an increase of 10-4 per 
cent, is the most progressive part of the Province and the general result of ‘this 
census and of the preceding consus is to show that the-centre of population 
of the Province is moving towards the east and south. 

It appears from the Report that from 1872 to 1901 there was a steady 
improvement in the accuracy of the enumeration, and that part of the incroasos 
brought out by the Censuses of 1881 and 1891 was therefore unreal: on the other 
hand that disclosed by the prosont consus is attributable solely to the growth of 
the popalation. Mr. Gait writes :— 

“The standard of acouracy in 1891 had reached a stage which left but little room for 
farther improvement and, as compared with that census, it is probable that the general gain 
on this account at the present enumeration does not at the outside exceed 100,000, while in 
‘the distriots whero plague was lent, the consus of 1901 was less completo than its 
prodecossor. ‘Taking the gain and loss togother, it may be concluded that thero has been no 
‘appreciable improvement in ths matter of accuracy at the present census.” 

A close approximation botwoen the growth of the total population as 
ascertained by the census and that indicated by the vital statistics of the 
Province is noticed in paragraph 90. of the report; and paragraphs 235 and 
396 to 398 discuss a general fall in the birth-rate, 

To the mass of the people the most important events of the decade were 
the scarcities of the years 1891-92, 1896-97 and 1899-1900, the outbreaks of 
plague which began in the Province in 1898 and the development of the 
mining and mill industries which led to a great increase in tho industrial 
Population therein employed. ‘To Chittagong tho eyclono and. storm-wavo of 

1897, which caused directly or indirectly 50,000 deaths, was a yrievous calamity. 
No connection appears to exist between famine and variations in the population 
in Bihar (paragraphs 176, 181, 186 and 229 of tho report); but it would 
seem. that in Chota Nagpur a certain amount of the mortality is possibly 
attributable to famine (paragraphs 199, 203 and 206). 

Seven districts have decreased in population since 1891, viz., Joseore, 
Patna, Gaya, Shahabad, Saran, Champaran and P the deoredse ranging 
from 8:4 por cent. in Patna to 2'2 per cont, in Saran. can be no doubt 
that the decreaso in Patna is mainly due to mortality from plague, to the flight

The immigrants from Bihar and the 
United Provinces come {to work in the mines of the coal area, and in the mills 
of tho Metropolitan districts, while in the distriots of Bengal proper generally 
thoy are employed as field’ Inbourors, on earthwork on railways, roads and 
tanks in the towns (and ogpetially ia Caleutta; whero 40 -por cent, of the 
inhabitants are Hindi-speaking), they are mostly day-labourers, servants 
and palki-bearers.

‘The theory is ingenious, but, on the other hand, it is to be remembered 
that it is the rice-growing tracts of Bihar which aro most liable to famine, and 
that Saran, which is a “three harvest” district, is the district of North Bihar 
‘most immune from famine,

numbers, and’ in a lesser degree to wilful misstatomonts, In view of the 
‘admitted inaccuracy of the figures, which, is especially noticeable among 
females, Mr. Gait has used the age statistics chiefly for purposes of comparison : 
‘a more elaborate treatment of, these statistics will be forthcoming, it is under 
stood, in the Imperial Census Report. It is suggested that the Birth- and death- 
rates were over-estimated in 1801 (paragraph 392), and reasons are given which 
carry conviction for the contention that thore has been a decline in tho general 
irth-rate.since 1891 (paragraphs 396 to 398). 

10. With regard to the proportion of the 

sexes, Mz. Gait writes:— 

“At the census of Bengat taken in 1872 there was an eqnal number of eagh sex, Inst 
jm’1881 the females exceeded tho males by 8 per 1,000. ‘Ten years later the excess tell to 
4 per mille, and now the females are fewer than the males by 2 per mille. ‘The actual 
deticiency in the number of the weaker sex at the prosent census is 62,962, but this result 
isdue to migratioa. If eirpenee ‘bora in Bengal are taken into consideration, the females 
‘outnumber the males by 160,375, or about 3 per mille.” 

"As was noticed in the census of 1801, the female sex is proportionately 
‘more numerous than the malo in Bihar, in Chota Nagpur, and in Western 
Bengal, but males are in exoess in the eastern half of the Provinoo, and 
especially in the districts where the Mongoloid cement in the population is 
strongest, viz., in Jalpaiguri, Cooch Behar, Dinajpar, the Chittagong Hill 
‘Tracts, and Hill Tippera. 

It is a commonplace that every one in Bengal marries. ‘The average age 
of wwarringe for girls all over the Province was stated in 1891 to be eleven 
Years Doubtless because of the inaccuracy of the age statistics, Mr. Gait hax 
ot attempted to state the average ago of marriage for the Province or for 
particular areas excopt Chota Nagpur, where, ho says, that the usual age of 
Tnarriage for a girl is between 17 and 18, But tho general conclasions of the 
‘Consus of 1891 stand wood for the luter census, Hindu girls, excopt in Orissa, are 
jnarried earlier than Muhammadan girls, ‘The marriage of infants below ten 
Fears 1s most common in Bihar aud specially ia tho Darbhanga district and 

‘of Muzaffarpur and Bhagalpur. ‘The proportion of widows and of married 
girls under ten years of age is declining slightly. 

‘Phe marriage customs of the difforent Hindu castes are examined in detail, 
and Mr. Gait arrives at the conclusion that the price paid fora bride or. bride- 
groom depends ultimately on the laws of supply and demand (paragraph 424), 
‘and that the age at which a girl is murried varies toa great extent with the sum 

“Which has to be paid for her (paragraph $38). Aformor thoory that infant- 
Tuazriage in india is based. on the practice of hy pergamy amongst the higher 
‘castes which leads a man to seck to marry his daughter to a suitable bridegroom 
‘atthe earliest possible moment, and that the lower castes have copied the 
ice of the higher castes in this mattor was contested by Mr. O'Donnell in 
‘roport for 1891. Mr. Gait supports Mz. O'Donnell’s conclusions and finds 
_ that as a. the lower castes marry their dauguters earliest, ‘The differonves 
ie ;, in the main local rather than personal (paragraphs 439 and 440).

sub-division of languages in this eategory will be understood when it is mon- 
tioned that Hindi includes Urdu and Bihari the latter of which Dr. Grierson 
once divided into seyen dialects. Out of every 1,000 persons in the Province 
528 sponk Bengali, 941 Hindi (including ‘Bihari, 79 Uriya and 1 speaks 
Khas (or Nepali-Hindi) leaving 61 persons per 1,000 for all the other 70 
languages put together. "It is in the Chota Nagpur plateau with its Munda and 
Dravidian dialects, in Darjesling and Sikkim with their Tibeto-Himalayan 
dialects, and in the Chittagong Hill Tracts where the Kuki, Chin and Bodo 
dialects are spoken that the great congerics of non-Aryan languages are found, 
Mr. Gait has avoided a detailed examination of Aryan dialects partly: in 
ander to curtail his report, and also bocauso. Dr. Grierson is doaking with 
these dialects; but he has discussed the Himalayan, Sikkim and Nepal 
roups of Ianguages more fully than the others, because they have not yet 
Hieued the subject of am reports in the linguistic survey. 
‘The conclusion at which Mr. Gait arrives in bis 545th paragraph as to the 
absence of any necessary connection between race and language is noticeable. 
14. ‘The chapter on castes is the longest ia the volume, and takes up 
noarly one-fourth of the Report. Much labour was 
iven to this part of the enumeration, ‘A caste 
index largely based on Mr. Risley’s “Casto and Tribes” was circulated to 
Consus Officers of higher grades, and greatly facilitated the work, but even 
with this kelp, the classification’ of doubtful entrics gave immense trouble, 
‘Tho discussions on the origin of caste (paragraphs 550 to 974), and 
on the social precedence of castes (paragraphs 575 to 621) have been 
inserted in accordance with directions given by the Census Commissioner, 
With insufficient time at his disposal for working up the results of his 
‘enquiries, or for following up the numerous and difficult side issues which arose 
in the examination of the caste figures, Mr. Gait has nevertheless made a most 
important contribution in this chapter to tho ethnography of the Province, and 
has presented several obscure questions in a clearer light than has before been 
. shed on them, 
“The origin of existing castes is discussed in paragraphs 566—574 of the 
report and the origin of the restrictions which characterise the institution of 
caste is distinguished from the question as to how the existing castes wero 
_Teeruited. The views held by M. Senart that the sub-caste is the true caste, 
sud that caste was a natural dovalopment of the family and tribal organization 
of the Aryans are cited in paragraph 562; but Mr. Gait holds that caste is moro 
Tikely to bo due to. tho iatuenco of the panchayats of the fumetional groups. 
He quotes the definitions of “caste” given, by his predecessors in this field of 
) enguity—Messrs. Nesfield, Baines and Risley, and propouuds the following 
definition of his own:—

Santals, Chamars (Muchis), Rajputs, Kurmis, Telis, Kayasths, Koiris, Dosadhs 
Babhans and Bagdis, The Ahirs who are nearly four millions are a lon; 
way the most numerous ; next follow the Brabmans with nearly three millions, 
the Kaibarttas who.are nearly two and-a-half millions, the sis with over 
two millions, the Namasudras and the Santals each with over eighteen hundred 
thousand ; the Chamars with sixteen hundred and twenty-six thousand; while 
the other eight castes named are each between a million and a million-and-a- 
half strong. ‘The distribution of the main castes is illustrated by a series 
of maps which show in a very striking way how strictly local are’ many of 
the main groups. ‘Tho Babhans, Dhanuks and Koiris for instance are confined 
to Bihar, the lagdis and Sadgops to West Bengal, the Chasn and Khandaits 
to Orissa, the Chandals to Hast Bengal, the Pods to Central Bengal and the 
Rajimnsis to North Bengal, 

‘Among the notes on particular castes and tribes possessing special interest 
are to be mentioned those rogarding the Saraks (paragraphs 778—780) an 
interesting archaic community, probably of Jain or Buddhist origin, found in 
Western Bengal, Chota Nagpur and Orissa, the notes on the disputed question 
of the origin of the Rajbansis (paragraph 617), on the Sectarian castes 
(parsgraphs 782—787), on Muhammadan castes and tribes (paragraphs 
817), and on tho Nepali tribe of ‘Newnes (paragraphs 886—894), 

15. The scheme of occupations prescribed for the ccnsus was very 

" elaborate, comprising, as it did, eight classes, 

do wipers twenty-four orders, seventy-nine sub-orders and five 
hundred and twenty groups, and the preparation of the returns under this head 
‘was therefore very Inborious, ‘The Superintendent states (paragraph 905) that 
from one-third to a quarter of the entire expenditure on the censns operations 
was incurred in compiling the oceupation tables. ‘The arguments usod by 
Mr. Gait in paragraph 905 in favour of having a simpler classification in 
future are well worthy of attention, and seem to be conclusive against the 
attempt to collect statistics of occupation in such elaborate detail as hus hither- 
to been done. This seems to be acaso where elaboration defeats itself and 
where the truth is to be obtained only by a broad and general classification 
of occupations. 

Changes of system which are noticed in paragraph 906 and following 
Paragraphs of the Report have confused comparison with the corresponding 
yeturn for 1891, and make detailed examination useless, Speaking generally, 
however, it appears that nearly 57 millions or 72'5 per cent. cf the populition, 
are classed under the main head as employed on “Pasture and Agriculture ;” 
nor isthis an exhaustive statement of persons occupied with agricultvre as 
it is probabie that a considerable number of the five-and-a-half million general 
Jabourers returned as non-agricultural are at some seasons of the year employed 
in agriculture, and it will be safe to say thut over three-fourths ‘of the po 
tion are dependent on the land.

Over 2} lakhs of rupees were expended by Government on improvements of 
‘ts ostatos, chiefly under tho heads of drainage, irrigation, embankents, tanks 
| and wolls, roads and bridges, Tho Lieutenant-Governor approves the plan 
“which the Board have adopted of making a provisional allotment in anti 
‘tion of the receipt of Government orders sanctioning the total grant for the 
Province, as by this arrangement it is hoped that more time will be availabl 
- 40 the District Officers for carrying out the works of each year. - 
| 7, Drainage. —The crops in the Rajepur and Howrah drainage 
“were good, and the collections during the year from the landlords on account 
‘uf drainage dues were satisfactory. j 
‘The Bill to amend the Bengal Drainage Act, VI of 1880, which was 
| introduced into the Bengal Legislative Council on the 25th March 1902, and of 
| which the object is to enable landholders to realise their claims from tenants 
| and from co-sharers by means of the certificate procedure, was passed by the 
Council on the 25th August 1902. 
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9. Zamindari cesses.—It is reported by the Board that the levy of illegal 
cesses in addition to the rent is a very old practic throughout the Province, 
which has remained practically unchecked by the provisions re-enacted in. the 
Bengal Tenancy Act for its suppression. The Lieutonant-Governor believes 
that where a survey and record-of-rights is made a very practical check has 
eon imposed, but in the unsurveyed districts ho: regrets that there is good 
reason to believe that illegal cossos of many kinds and many names are still 
levied. 

‘Tho Lioutenant-Governor has learned that on many estates, especially in 
the Eastern Bengal districts, landlords not only do not help, but impose 
fines or nazarana, which discourage, when they do not wholly provent, 
any improvement of the village water-supply being made by those who are 
willing to dig or re-excavate tanks for the public good. Accordingly in January 
last Commissioners of Divisions were requested to institute enquiries as to how 
far such restrictive customs prevail. ‘The replies received are under the con- 
sideration of Government. 

10. Takavi advances,—Tho Crovernment of India asked last yoar that in 
addition to the current accounts contained in Appendices XVI and XVIL 
of the Land Revenue Report, information might be briefly given in the body of 
the report as to the net financial results to the State of its loan business during 
each of the five precoding years. ‘The Board do not clearly understand what 
information is required, and. propose to address the Governinent separately on 
the subject. ‘Their report will be awaited by the Lieutenant-Governor, 

Ll, Working of the Bengal Tenancy Act of 1886.—Tho falling off in the 
number of applications for survey and record-of-rights under section 103. of 
the ‘Tenancy Act, to which the Board refer in thei 147th paragraph, and which 
is due to a technical construction of the section, appears to be much ‘moro than 
counterbalanced by an increase in tho number of notifications of arcas for 
survey under section 101(2)(2) of the Act. In proceedings under section 105, 
as tho law officers have advised, fair rents cannot be settled or disputes be 
formally decided. Seetion 101 (2)(a) requires that whon application is made 
by a landlord or landlords, the interest or interests represented must make up 
a large proportion of the interests of all the landlords, and also that the order 
for record-of-rights must be passed by the Local Government, Section 103 
allows a Revenue officer to take action under rules made by Government on the 
application of a single landlord. 

‘The Board in paragraph 152 of their report notice the increase of rent 
suits in the Orissa Division, and have attributed the increaso to the fact that 
with the enhancement of the land revenue demand at the last settlement, the 
zamindars cannot afford to allow large arrears to remain outstanding, It is also 
stated that the settlement records have given facilitios to the zamindars to prove 
areas and rental of holdings. The large incroase of rent suits im the distriets 
of the Orissa, Patna, and Chittagong Divisions, which wore surveyed in recent 
Years, las attmeted the attention of Governmont, and is being carefully 
examined. 

12, “Weather and crops, prices of food, and wages of labour—Tho rainfall 
during tho year was deficient in Bihar, Chota Nagpur, and Orissa, aud was also 
badly distributed. Early cossation of the monsoon and the drought throughout 
the cold weathor caused widespread injury to the winter rico and the rahi crops, 
especially in the North Bihar districts. "The short outturn of crops over the 
greater part of the Provines had the effect of raising the price of common rice, 
and in some districts prices were especially high. Wages remained stationary, 
except in a fow localitios, such as parts of the Midnaporo and Palaman districis, 
where special demand on account of railway construction or other work caused 
some rise, 

13. “Material condition of the people—The Board write that the high 
Prices of the year pressed somewhat heavily on the classes dependent on money 
Wages or fixed incomes. ‘The year was no doubt generally ono of diminished 

cultural prosperity. ‘The development of the industries of the mines and 

mills was important, but still falls far short of counterbalancing to labourers 

deficient harvests. :

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14. Agricultural Bank’,—The Lioutenant-Governor notices with satisfac- 
tion that, a8 the result of the deputation of Mr, P, C, Lyon, ten agricultural 
banks or co-operative credit societies of raiyats were established chiefly on 
Government estates und wards’ estates during the year, and that 22 more 
such banks have been opened since the clove of the year. ‘The special 
reports on the working of ‘these banks, jwhich have been’ received from the 
Commissioners of Divisions, will be separately examined, 

15. ‘The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to the Board for 
their efficient administration of the Land Revenue Department and for their 
excellent Report, ‘Tho paragraphs in which offcers are mentiono os deserving 
Gf spocial commendation will be communicated to the Appointment Depart- 
ment. 

In a Notification dated the 20th April 1902, the Lieutenant-Governor 
exprossed his deop regret in announcing the sudden death of the Hon’ble 
Mr. Philip Nolan, Member of the Board of Revenue, who had long been a 
trusted counsellor of Government in the Revenue administration and who was 
on thoeve of retirement. Mr. Nolan’s intimate knowledge of questions relating 
to the land and his sound judgment were of the greatest service to the 
Provinces.

‘Tu Report on the administration of Wards’ Estates ‘and Attached and 
Encumbered Estates has been punctually submitted by the Board of Revenue, 

2. In all, 140 such estates were under management during the year, or 

five more than in the previous year. ‘The aggregate 
sumer of cataton under met current demand of these estates on account of rents 
; and cesses amounted to 1191 lakhs of rupecs, or 
about one-fifteenth of the whole coss and rent demand of these Provinces. ‘The 
Burdwan Raj, which with its rental of 48 lakhs and land revenue of nearly 
85 lakhs is much the most important estate under the management of the 
Board, has just passed into the hands of its proprietor after soventeon years of 
ment by the Court of Wards, Tho estates next in importance, viz., 
Hatwa and Tikari, aro all in the Patna Division ; 70 of the estates, 
including all the Eneumbered estates, are in the Chota Nagpur Division, 

3, Revenue and cesses due to Government were genorully punctually paid, 
Pasinent of rant and cower dve th@ total payments ropresenting 98 per cent. of 

{a} 10 Government, @)cosapenor the demand of the year. Tho outstandings due to 
Innalords. superior landlords wore much heavier in proportion, 
The obligation to discharge such liabilitios is similar to that owed to Govern- 
ment and should have the best attention of the Collectors ‘Fhe failure to pay 
tho Government demands duo from the Nawada and Maghra estates in Patna 
is not satisfactorily explained. 

4. The total collections of rent and cosses during the year just exceeded 
100 per cont. on the current demand, a percentage 

os not quite so high as that of the preceding year, 
100-4, which, however, was the highest percentage obtained intwenty yeurs with 
one exception. The Bhagalpur Division did least well, and Orissa did bost 
with a percentage of 1089 obtained by good collections in the Kunika and 
Madhupur estates. Other districts in which collections were over 105 por cont. 
were Dinajpur, Chittagong, Saran, Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga. Short collec- 
tions are insufficiently explained in the caso of the Khagra estate in Purnea 
and the Majdiha estate in Dinajpur. 

Balances were slightly reduced, and would have been further diminished 
but for poor collections in Sujamutha and Kajang, where there was failure 
of crops. Moro rent suits’ wore instituted, and for larger sums than in tho 
previous year; but there was a larger decrease in the number of certificates 
filed. On the whole, the collections made ina yoar of short harvests were 
generally sufficient, 5 

5, “Altogether twelve and-a-half lakhs of debts outstanding against the 

SF at has cstatos were paid during the year, and substantial 

ponies reductions were made in the case of the Bettiah, 
Shivhur and Satkhira estates, in the Khujwa estate and Mubarik Hussai 
estate in Saran, and in Mrs. Lucas’s estate in’ Backergungo. ‘The Licutenan 
Governor is pleased to learn that in the case of two encumbered estates 
in Chota Nagpur, which were relossed during the year, the debts had been 
fully paid, and that in twenty-seven more of the encumbered estates, the pay- 
ments on account of debt during the year exceoded tho sums provided in the 
schemes of mansgement.
